The Vice-Presidential Candidate Will Be 
Named This Evening—TIllinois, Indi- 
ana, Wisconsin and Michigan Each 
Have Candidates—How the Nomin- 
ation Ils Received—Tammany Will Fall 
Into Line and Help to Carry New York 
—Dramatic Incidents of the Long Ses- 
sion Last Night—The Ballot in Detail 


CONVENTION, HAL CuicaGo,June 23.—After 
@ session lasting until nearly dawn the Na- 
tional Democratic Ccnvention for the third 
time named Grover Cleveland as its candi- 
Gate for the presidency. 

It was just 8:19 this morning when the end 
came. From5:15, whenthe convention met 
last evening, until the hour of adjournment 
the session was a series of dramatic incl- 
dents having few precedents in Democratic 
conventions. Tammany fought stubbornly 
and accepted defeat only when it was forced 
upon the opposition by convincing ballots. 

} Contrary to expectation. the fight over the 
platform was on the tariff plank instead of 
the silver issue. The details of the battle up 
to the ballot nominating the candidate are 
given in another part of this report, After 
the nominating speeches had been made the 
roll call of States showed the following

MAKING IT UNANIMOUS. 
When the call of States was finished Mr.

Mr. Daniel of Virginia was recognized by 
the Chair and said in part: 

**On behalf of the delegation of Virginia, 
which came here divided, but which shall go 
forth as one, and on behalf of every loyal and 
truehearted Democrat who loves the great 
party that bears the banner of the people, I 
move you, sir, now that one voice shal 
ascend from this conventionand that every 
town shall utter the word that Grover Cleve- 
land is the leader inthis great campaign.’’ 
[Tremendous applause. } 

The motion to make unanimous the vote 
nominating Mr. Cleveland was carried, with 
about half a dozen noes, which were greeted 
with hisses. 

The Chair said: ‘*The ayes have it, and the 
motion is carried.’’ 

TAMMANY MOVES INTO LINE. 

There were loud cries for Flower and 
Bourke Cochran requesting them to move to 
make the nomination unanimous. 

In response Gov. Flower stood upon his 
chair and said: ‘‘We from New York move to 
make it unanimous.’’ 

Mr. Cochran: ‘*‘The motion isto make the 
nomination unanimous?’’ 

The Chairman: ‘‘Yes.’’ 

Mr. Cochran: **There having been somejex- 
pressions of dissent in the neighborhood of 
this hall to the motion which was put by the 
chair, and as no roll was called I deem it: my 
duty to state to this convention that on the 
motion tomake the nomination unanimous 
the vote of the State of New York in full sub- 
mission to this convention was cast in the 
aff rmative.’’ 

This statement from Mr. Cochran was re- 
ceived with a tremendous yell from both del- 
egates and audience. 

In the confusion Don M. Dickinson of Mich!- 
gan moved up tothe front and shrieked at 
the chair: ‘‘I] move you that this convention 
do adjourn until 2 0’clock this afternoon.’’ 

Mr. J. F. Shields, Chairman of the Iowa 
delegation, ats:45a. m. was recognized by 
the chair, and said: ‘‘Mr. Chairman, in be- 
half of the State of Iowa, I wish it understood 
that the delegates from that State voted 
unanimously in favor of making the nomina- 
tion of Grover Cleveland unanimous.’’ 

The announcement was received with great 
enthusiasm. 

Dickinson’s motion was then carried unani- 
mously, and the convention adjourned until 
2p. m,. to-day.

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CLEVELAND’S WORDS. 


His Statement tothe Press on Receipt of 
News of the Nomination. 


BUZZARDS Bay, June 23.—This morning Mr. 
Cleveland, through Gov. Russell, sent from 
Gray Gables the following statement tothe 
press: 

‘‘¥ should cert&imly be chargeable with 
dense insensibility 4f I were not profoundly 
touched by this new proofof the confidence 
and trust of the great party to which I be- 
long and whose mandates claim my loyal 
obedience, 

‘*‘ITamconfident that our fellow country- 
men are ready to receive with approval the 
principle of true Democracy and I cannot rid 
myself of the belief that for Democracy to 
win success it is only necessary to persist- 
ently and honestly advocate these principles. 

‘*‘Differences of opinion and judgment in 
Democratic conventions are by no’means un- 
wholesome indications, but itis hardly con- 
ceivable in view of the importance of our 
success to the country and the party 
that there should be anywhere 
among Democrats any lack of harmonious 
and active effort to win in the campaign 
which opens before us. I have, therefore, no 
concern on that subject. 

‘*it will certainly be my constant endeavor 
to deserve the support of every Democrat.’’ 

Mr. Cleveland was terribly tired when the 
news of the total balloting reathed him, 
Joseph Jefferson departed at 4:38 o’clock 
from Gray Gables. Mrs. Cleveland went to 
bed at 4 o’clock, and when the nominee of 
the Democratic party sought his chamber it 
was nearly 6 o’clock. 

The wires were again at work this morning 
pouring in congratulations to Mr. Cleve- 
Thirty-eight such messages had 
and transmitted from 
the Buzzards Bay office to the 
Gray Gables before the telegraph 
operator there had arisen, and from that 
time onward they came in a steady stream, 
They were from people in all positions in 
official station as well as civil life and were 
received with much satisfaction. 

Mr. Cleveland was again seen this morning 
after breakfast by a pressrepresentative and 
asked if he had any message to send 
but concerning the work of the convention, 
In reply he said: ‘*‘T have noth. 
ing to say beyond whatI have already given 
out. The convention hag not yet finished its 
jaborsand until it has it teemsto me that 
anything from me would be out of place and 
open to misconstruction.’’ 

On being asked concerning his movements 
to-day, Mr. Cleveland said: ‘‘I shall stay at 
home as I did yesterday, where I can be 
ready to receive the congratulations of 
friends, which are constantly coming in.’’ 

This forenoon Gop Russell and wife, who 
have been guests of Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland, 
were driven to Buzzards Bay and took the 
cars for Boston.

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HILL’S THANKS. 


chairman at last declared the convention ad- 
journed, and asthe thousands of Democrats 
filed out of the hall shouting victoriously for 
Grover Cleveland, the more exuberant as 
they looked in the direction of the rising sun 
declared the hour of sleep had passed. And so 
indeed it had—not only for the victorious ele- 


ment, but for everybody else, for the streets 
have echoed with ceaseless cheers for Grover 
Cleveland ever since his nomination was de- 
clared unanimous at 4:20 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Tammany was defiant to the ‘end. 
The greatest orator of its organiza- 
tion was marched forth at the 
last moment, and as he huried 
the greatest philippic of the age into the very 
teeth of his opponents, the thousands of 
Cleveland enthusiasts were conquered into 
admiration for his courage and no orator of 
the national convention of 1892 recelved more 
respectful consideration than was accorded 
to the Hon. Bourke Cochran of New York. 
At the conclusion the vast hall reverberated 
with enthusiastic tribute to his grandeur, 
but the die of destiny had been cast and the 
warning of the eloquent New Yorker 4¥as 
powerless to check the great tidal wave 
which twenty minutes later hurled from its 
crest the nomination of a great national 
convention at the feet of Grover Cleveland. 
THE CHIEF SURPRISES. 
The convention brought with it many sur- 
rises. None was greater than that the 
mimittee on Resolutions should have been 
repudiated as disloyal to the revenue reform 
rincipies of the Democratic party and its 
ariff plank swept aside for the substitution 
ofaclause declaring against the principles 
of protection, maintaining the Federal Gov- 
ernment has no power to impose tariff duties 
In excess of the revenue necessities of the 
Government when honestly and economically 
administered. Ina Democratic convention, 
controlled by the friends of Grover Cleveland 
by over two to one, it remained for his 
principal opponent, Henry Watterson 
of Kentucky, to challenge the 
friends of the recognized leader of 
tariff reform for faltering at the critical mo- 
mentand endeavuring to compromise and 
temperize with the burning issue of the age. 
It was the invincible logic of Watterson, ut- 
tered with an emotion almost terrible in its 
intensity, that caused the convention to 
panes on the brink, and so ably was the great 
entuckian supported by the flery Neal of 
Ohio, who opened the fight asa dissenting 
member of the committee, thata wave of 
sentiment which the pleading of Vilas was 
powerless to resist swept over the assembly 
and by a vote of nearly twoto one the com- 
mittee recommendation was born down and 


It showed thatthe carefully prepared esti- 
mates which have been given out from time 
to time during the past forty-eight hours by 
the various leaders of both factions were 
very nearly accurate. The margin of differ- 
ence between the claims of both factions 
was less than 6 per cent ofthe entire vote of 
the convention, and the conclusion of the 
ballot found thatthe ex-President has less 
than a dozen votes in excess of the number 
required for the nomination, 

In only one respect was there a significant 
surprise, The silver States and Territories 
ofthe West failed to give that solid vote 
against Grover Cleveland which was so con- 
fidently anticipated by the anti-Cleveland 
people. Wyoming gave 8 votes to Cleveland 
Arizona gave him 5; New Mexico supported 
him 4, and even Mormon Utah contributed its 
mite, but all it had, 2 votes for Grover Cleve- 
land. Oklahoma and Indian Territory and 
even far-off Alaska were all loyal to the ex- 
President. Oregon gave himalishe had and 
her sister State of Washington followed the 
example. Not until the states were passed 
and the call of Territories nearly through 
was the nomination of Cleveland on the first 
ballot assured, so very doubtful indeed was 
the final result. But when even the most 
sanguine of his opponents could no longer 
hope, the air of dejection which spread 
throughout their ranks told their opponents 
that victory was theirs and the cheers of five 
minutes did not suffice to pronounce the 
tribute of the enthusiastic Democracy for 
Grover Cleveland,

hile there is not much enthusiasm this 
morning over the nomination there is also 
an absence of protestations of discon- 
tent.

Senator Kenna of West Virginia (Dem.): 
**Mr. Cleveland’s nomination has 
seemed to me foran indefinite period to be 
the logical result of the situation of the 
Democratic party. Itis hardly to be consid- 
ered independently. it is rather one ofa 
number ofimportantevents in the pantie | 
of the party, which,taken altogether, consti- 
tute a sequence. I think that much of 
the talk of his want of Newegg ed will dis- 
appear when his nomination shall have dem- 
onstrated that other ambitions are not to be 
gratified on that score. The Tammany 
Democracy I believe to be a true oye = arabes 
and I think that it will be found staunchly 
supporting the ticket. I think that West 
Virginia will elect its Democratic’ ticket, in- 
cluding the presidential electors.’’ 

Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota, Repub- 
lican, remarked: ‘‘Mr. Cleveland is more 
popular in my State than any other Demo- 
crat. The Democrats themselves cut but lit- 
tle figure with us politically. The strong 
party in South Dakota is the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance. On account of Cleveland’s 
posilion on silver I think the same of his 
nomination asI doof Harrison’s cand that is 
that any other Democrat, no matter how 
little known, would have been stronger, just 
as any other Republican, no matter how 
little known, would have been stronger 
than Harrison. With both of dhem in 
the field I am of opinion that the 
third party will carry several States. Ifit 
does not carry the State of South Dakota the 
vote will be aclose one. Inthe last general 
election in Kansas the Republicans had fewer 
votes than either the Democrats or the Inde- 
pecs ge and I think that the third party Is 
ikely to carry. twoor three of the Southern 
serious surprises when 
the votes are counted in November. Of course 
the Democrats have less to lose than 
the Republicans in making nominations 
that give such encouragement to the 
third party movement because if the election 
is thrown into the House of Representatives 
a Democrat will, of course, be chosen and 
undoubtedly Cleveland. Cleveland and Har 
rison are both recognized as the 
most emphatic opponents of free coln- 
age or anything approaching ta it, and 
as pronounced advocates of the single gold 
Standard. Of course, Cleveland’s nomina- 
tion insures the Republican vote of my State 
to Harrison, and possibly in some of the 
silver States, because forthe Republicans to 
vote for Cleveland would be jumping out of 
the frying pan into the fire, so far as silver is 
concerned. 

Senator Allen of Washington (Rep.) said: 
‘‘Iam inclined to think that Mr. Cleveland 
will have the support of the strong, well- 
established Democrats In the State of Wash- 
ington. The Democracy of that State are 
especially friendly to Cleveland. My judg- 
mentisthat he will not make a specially 
strong race.’’ 

Senator Harris of Tennessee (Democrat) 
very seriously doubted the policy of nominat- 
ing any prominent Democrat of the State of 
New fork, ‘*because,’’ he said, 
‘‘of the bitterness which exists 
between the Democratic factions in that 
State and I have believed that any acceptable 
candidate from any other State would be 
more likely to carry the State of New York 
than a New Yorker who has been identified 
with either of the contending fac- 
tions. With Mr. Cleveland’s nomi- 
nation the third party will assume 
some proportions because of the silver ques- 
tion. Almost the entire Alliance element 
favor the free coinage of silver. 
They, perhaps, largely overestimated the 
beneficent effect of free coinage and 
Mr. Cleveland’s position tn opposition to free 
coinage has been pronounced with so much 
emphasis that it will largely affect the third 
party element, but not in my opinion to any 
extent that will endanger the electoral vote 
of the State.’’ zi 

Senator Sanders (Rep.) of Montana thought 
that the nomination of Mr. Cleveland would 
be approved in Montana by strict-laced Dem- 
ocratic partisans almost wholly. He added: 
‘*It will not lose an enthusiasm 
because of any indifference of the candidate 
tothe material interests of the State or of the 
region identified with it. Nine-tenths 
of the Democrats, however, would favor 
some other candidate, because the 
record made by Mr. Cleveland when he was 
President Was not approved by thelr own 
party leaders.’’

PRESS COMMENTS, 


WHAT THE NEWSPAPERS OF THE COUNTRY SAY 
OF THE RESULT. 


NEw YORK, June 23.—The WORLD says: 


Grover Cleveland must have the electoral vote of 
New York. The Democracy of the rest of the coun- 
try did not accept the dictated decree of the mid- 
winter convention as the full. free and final ¢xpres- 
sion of the Democrats of New York, and in this it 
wasright. Snap judgments can never be accepted as 
conclusive. 

Lhe only objection brought against his nomination 
was that he could not carry New York. It was never 
urged that he is not honest, that he is not capable, 
that he is not faithful tothe constitution. He meets 
the Jeffersonian test perfectly. But because some 
people like Hill and others did not, it is said he can- 
not carry New York. It isa libel to the Empire State.

The Evening Post says: 


The nomination of Mr. Cleveland is the most en- 
couraging political event which has occurred in this 
country since the war, In many respects it resem- 
bles the second nomination of Lincoln 
for like that it has been compelled 
by the people in spite of the combined 
opposition of the professional politicians. Kvery 
patriotic American, no matter what his politica 
affiliations —— 4 be, has reason to rejoice over it as 
once a triumph for our methods of selecting Presi- 
dential candidates and immediate and, we trust, 
permanent uplifting of the level of our 
political discussion. It gives assurance that 
the campaign before us will be one of most 
creditable ever conducted in this country. The nomi- 
nation of no other Democratic candidate could have 
done this without disparaging the merits of any of 
those who were mentioned in oppcsition to Mr. 
Cleveland. Itisto besaid that his personal char- 
acter stands for more, in the estimation of the 
people, than that of any other man of his time.’’

How It Looked Before the Convention 
Met To-Day. 


CuiIcaGco, Ill., June 23.—At 1 o’clock this 
afternoon, one hour before the session that 
shall nominate a vice- presidential candidate, 
no one ofthe leaders in all the political 
camps knows who the man will be. The lowa 
men are in the central position. It is 
believed if they hold up the 
crimson banner of Boles before the delegates 
and say: *‘‘We are willing to take the second 
honors,’’ the convention, which admires the 
sturdy fight of the Towa men from first to 
last, would respond: ‘*You shall have the 
second place.’’ At least such is the informa- 
tion from the Cleveland leaders at this hour. 

Boles’ solid Iowa phalanx went into caucus 
this afternoon before the convention to de- 
termine what action, ifany, should be taken 
upon the many tenders of support being 
received for their ideal, ifhe should be en- 
tered for second honor. The Chairman of 
the Alabama delegation called at the door 
justatthe moment the caucus began. He 
brought the news that Alabama would gladly 
give the yotes of that State (the first onthe 
roll call) it assurance could 
be had that Boles would be a candidate. The 
Iowans were not apparently overjoyed, but 
until the meeting should determine upon 
what policy was to be pursued were not dlis- 
posed to allow any impression to get 
abroad that they were not determined to 
stand by their original battle cry of ‘‘First 
place or nothing.’’ Theoffer from Alabama 
was received with politeness but certainly 
not with eagerness, and the ardor of the 
Southern gentleman who brought it through 
a terrific rainstorm suddenly became damp as 
his clothing.

first mention of Cleveland’s name in 
convention was when Mr. Vilas, in the 
t gra h ofthe platform, read ‘‘from 
ison o Pieveland.’’ It called out the 
wildest enthusiasm. Syracuse men led the 
cheerios and the Cleveland delegates and the 
Cleveland men in the galleries sprang totheir 
feet, waving hats, handkerchiefs and fans. 
The noise grew and grew until a Michigan 
delegate rushed into the _ hall, holdin 
aloft the white and gold banner oo 
his State with a picture of Cleve- 
land pinned across its face. Don M. 
Dickinson climbed on achair and allthe 
Michiganders followed him, while delegat+s 
and spectators shrieked anda yelled. Then 
down the aisle came Jowa’s banner-bearer, 
holding aloft the picture of Boles. The 
cheering was renewed. It rose and feil in 
quivering garrepiittiag yells. Don Dickin- 
son got down from his chair and took the 
Michigan banner in his hands. Climbing 
back on his chair, he raised it aloftand the 
cheering swelled again. Michigan rallied 
around tne banner. Two or three delegates 
it from Dickinson’s hands and swung 
it defiantly in the face of New York's 
seventy-two. Then they passed it on to Min- 
nesota. 

The Boles .banner, in the meantime, had 
been retired to the comparative obscurity of 
the side aisle where the lowa delegation sat. 
Just as the band struck up ‘‘ Yankee Doodle,’’ 
the staff of the Cleveland banner broke, buat 
its bearers quickly spliced it and started up* 
the aisle. Asit passedone delegation after 
another led the storm of cheers in its honor. 
A Pennsylvania delegate caught it from its 
bearer as the band struck up ‘‘Dixie,’’ and 
Ganced with it across the hall tothe Pennsy!- 
vania seats, where he hoisted it high in the 
air. Stillthe cheeringcontinued. It showed 
no signs of diminishing. Asthe banner was 
borne down the center aisle the Boles men 

heart again and started to meet it. 
They waved it over the head of Chairman 
Murphy of New York, just asthe Chairman 
brought his gavel down for order. The 
demonstration had continued for thirteen 
minutes,but the enthusiasts were in no mood 
to stop. Again the banner started on its 
triumphant tour, whilethe Hill men, who 
could just be heard over the weakened voices 
of their opponents, hissed loudly.

THE NOMINATION, 


AND INCIDENTS PRECEDING THE 
DECISIVE VOTE. 


CHICAGO, June 23,—After the adoption of 
the platform the Chairman announced the 
next order of business the nomination of can- 
didates for President. 

When Arkansas, the second State on the 
roll, was reached, she yielded her place to 
New Jersey amid cheers and Gov. Leon 
Abbett, of New Jersey, was recognized and 
took the stand tonominate Grover Cleveland. 
He stood just behind the Chairman’s desk, a 
manuscript in frontof him, and speaking so 
clearly that he could be heard all through the 
great hall. 

ABETT'’S SPEECH FOR CLEVELAND, 

In placing the ex-President’s name before 
the convention Gov. Abbett said: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Convention: 

In presenting a name to this convention I speak for 
the united Democracy of the State of New Jersey, 
whose loyalty to Democratic princivles, faithful 
services to the party, and whose contributions to its 
success entitle itto the respectful consideration of 
the Democracy ofthe Union. Its electoral vote has 
always been cast in support of Democratic principles 
and Democratic candidates. [Cheers.}] In voicing 
the unanimous wish of the delegation from New Jer- 
sey I present astheir candidate for the suffrage of 
this convention the pname of a distinguished 
Democratic statesman, born upon its soil, 
for whom in two great presidential contests New 
Jersey has given its electoral vote. [{Cheers.]

Chairman succeeded in pounding order with 
his gaveland Gov.

sented to a Democratic National Convention for 
nomination to the exalted position of President of 
the United States, 

Heretofore the Northern, the Southern, the East- 
ern and the Middle States have furnished all but one 
of the presidential nominees of the Democratic 


party. 

For thirty-five years the Republican party has 
chosen all but one of its candidates from the West 
and the Eastern candidate was defeated. Forghirty- 
five years the Democratic party has chosen all of its 
candidates from the Rast, and during that time only 
one Democratic President has been inaugurated. 


: For over a quarter of a century no man residing out- 


side of the limits of the Empire State has bad the 
honor of a Deinocratic presidential nomination. If 
the Democarcy of New York were united here to- 
day, her honored statemen might furnish Presi- 
dential candidates for a quarter of a centur) to 
come,and the Democrats of the great Northwest 
and the great Southwest would not protest or seek 
to pluck one honor from the brilliant stars which 
New York has placed in the crown of the republic. 

All Democrats deeply rexret that there is dissen- 
sion within her borders, which they fear, if a can- 
didate should be nominated from New York, would 
imperil Democratic success, and they know that 
there is a country west of the Mississippi River. 
purchased and made part of the Union by Thomas 
Jefferson, the father of Democracy, where there is 
but one presidential candidate, a country honored 
forever by the brave sons of the South, who fought 
in its defense under the lion-hearted leader of 
Democracy, Andrew Jackson. 

Thereisa iand, the great empire of the gulf, 
whose brave sons made the name of Lone Star State 
immortal in their heroic struggie fur liberty, where, 
forever enshrined in memory,are the names of those 
who were baptized in blood at the Alamo; whose 
deeds stand forth above the bravest acts of men like 
mighty mountains onthe plain. There is a land, 
fragrant with flowers and orange groves, where the 
golden rays of the setting sun are reflected from the 
waves ofthe Pacific. There is a land where the 
glistening, snow-capped mountain peaks of Nevada, 
Colorado, Wyoming, Idaho, Montana and the Da- 
kotas sparkle with their silver and gold. 

There is a land, the heart of America, where hun- 
dreds of millions of bushels of wheatand corn and 
millions of cattle furnish food for our fathers and 
mothers in the East; aland filled with schools, col- 
legesand universities unsurpassed. In that land 
west ofthe Mississippi is a State largerthan New 
York, surrounded by her eisters, Missouri and 
Illinols, and her younger sister Nebraska,a E&tate 
bordered on the east and on the west by the father 
and mother of waters and held in 
their embrace, a State whose springs 
and brooks and rivers flow on unceas- 
ingly to the southern gulf, emblematic of eternal 
love, which should forever bind in unity the dwell- 
ers of the great Mississippi Valley. in that State 
there lives a noble son of New York, honored by an 
election to her Legislature over a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, a son worthy and well qualified for the 
highest honor which this great intelligent conven- 
tion can place upon him. A son who, born and 
reared in poverty, accustomed to hard labor, has 
thereby learned to sympathize with the poor and dis- 
tressed, with the laborers of the land. The name of 
that noble son of New York and adopted son of lowa 
is Horace Boles. 

In the days of Lincoln he was a Republican. But 
at that time and until 1880 the Republicans of Iowa 
were as ardent advocates of tariff reform as are the 
Democrats of to-day. Yearafter year thev met in 
their State conventions and resolved in favor of a 
revenue tariff. but never before that time in faver 
of a protective tariff. Before that time there never 
was a prominent Kepublicanin lowa who favored a 
protective tariff. Grimes, Kirkwood and Allison 
were then all tariff reformers. 

When the Iowa Republicans, in 1880, deserted 
their tariff principlesand lowa followed the worship- 
ers of protection, and when by sumptuary legisla- 
tionin lowa they confiscated millions of dollars’ 
worth of property without any compensation, our 
candidate refused to follow his party and united 
with the Democratic party. He did this without 
any hope of political reward. Hedidit when the 
Democratic party inIowa had been defeated bya 
majority of over 78,000. Hedidit when Iowa was 
the banner Republican State. He was led to this 
course solely by the courage of his convictions, by 
his concience and his innate love of justice. 

From that time he has fought unceasingly for the 
cause of Democracy. His eminent legal talents led 
the leaders of the party to offer him the nomination 
for Judge of the Supreme Court of lowa and his 
name has been frequentiy mentioned for offices, but 
since he came to Iowa and until 1889 he has declined 
tu acceptany nomination and only consented to ac- 
cept the nomination for Governor then at the urgent 
solicitation of his friends and when chosen by accia- 
mation. 

Alter receiving this nomination, his sinvere, logi- 
cal, powerful, truthful and convincing arguments 
brought dismay to the intolerant bosses of the Re- 
publican party all over lowa. He abused no one, 
but was the subject of constant abuse. He kindled 
the smoldering embers of Democracy into a blaze of 
enthusiasm ou every hilitop and in every valley in 
the State. His scimetar flashed at the head of an 
ariny of lowa Democrats, who had fought more than 
thirty battles, only to be overpowered by numbers, 
but never congnered. He infused new courage into 
the hearts of all his followers, and the 
lowa Democracy, by the ald of tariff reformers 
andthe opponénts of sumptuary laws, who have 
since become Democrats, routed the enemy and 
placed the laurel wreath of victory upon the head of 
their hero, Horace Boles. 

Again, in 1890, his voice was heard rallying the 
forces of Democracy against the iniquities of the ob- 
noxious McKinley law, against intolerance, against 
sumptuary legislation, against paternal government, 
against centralization, against the tyrannical kingly 
invention, the force bill, ani again the pennant of 
Democracy waved aloft in victory. 

In 1891 he was again by acclamation placed at the 
head of the Democratic column, for re-election, and 
in the most stubborniy fought political battle that 
lowa ever witnessed, when 22,000 more men’s votes 
wer,» polled than had ever been polled before in any 
State election,and nearly that number more than in 
any presidential election, his majority for Governor 
was increased from 6,523 to 8,216, and the entire 
Democratic ticket was elected. 

This increased Democratic vote came not from the 
residents of cities, bat from the farmers of Iowa, 
who were tired of being improverished by constantly 
contributing to the wealth of others under the false 
pretense of raising money to pay the burdens of 
governmental taxatior. 

Under his administration the business of the State 
has been conducted systematically, skillfully, 
honestly and satisfactorily. He has proved his emi- 
nent executive ability. He has by his acts silenced 
the vituperation of his political traducers and stands 
to-day at the head of a united Democracy in Iowa as 
agcressive, as courageous and as heroicas the noble 
Democracy of Texas, Missouri, Kentacky or any 
other State. 

Among the great leaders of the party no one has 
sounder views on the tariff or any other political 
question, Hisideas are those of a piain old-fashfoned 
Democrat. He is by mature a Demo- 
crat, as well as «8 Democrat from 
principle. His writings, his speeches ana 
his message prove him to be a statesman, standing 
atthe very head ofthe Hstof eminent men of the 
nation. His Srmness, his judgment, his 
courage, his intelligence, his honesty, his 
easy assimilation with the masses, his 
power to make men feel his brotherly 
affection, his powerto give confidence to all his fol- 
lowers will fit himas agreaticader. lowa Deme- 
crats love him forthe friends he has made, and be- 
cause he has led thein through the wilderness into 
the promised land. 

While our Democratic fathers are convincing 
themselves that the right to nominate a Democratic 
candidate from the East is an exclusive, God-given 
right, let them remember that their Western sons 
are ofage, and letthem do justice to their honored 
names by doing justice to their sons.

If nominated, as a la- 
borer, he will rally the iaboring men of the country; 
as a practical farmer, he will raliy the 
farmers all over the land, His conserva- 
tism will bring to his standard the solid busi- 
ness men of the nation. New England, New 
York, Pennsylvania and New Jersey, as they study 
the conservative character of our candidate, and 
Democrats ali over the Union will thank God that 
under our leader they can fight the battles of tariff 
reform unitedly.

When Massachusetts was called Hon. Pat 
Collins took the platform. He urged the con- 
vention to heed the voice of the Democracy of 
the Union.

TENNESSEE FOR CLEVELAND. 

When Tennessee was called by the clerk, 
although there was muca confusion, Geo, W. 
Ochs, on behalf of his delegation, seconded 
the nomination of Cleveland. Hespokeas 
follows: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Convention: 

I represent in age, in sentiment and in nativity a 
class of Democratic voters of the South who were 
born after the tocsins of the war had sounded, whose 
political creed was not molded in sectional hate, 
whose political views were not warped by civil 
strife; in short, a class whose Democracy is un- 
tinged by issues of the war. I yield to no one in ad- 
miration for those heroes who died for 
the cause they deemed right. But in my veins 
flows the blood of one who unsheathed bis sword for 
the Union, while his helpmate, she who gave me 
birth, gave brother and gave fortune to the lost 
cause. Missionary Ridge, Lookout Mountain, the 
sodden fields of Chickamauga encircle the city of my 
home and are 30 me everlasting mon- 
uments to American valor; that soil 
which now nurtures tempting berry and 
luscious grape, where peace and plenty declare 4 re- 
united country, is consecrated by the blood of mar- 
tyrs whose chivalry and whose heroism, whose 
dauntiless courage and unselfish sacrifices have made 
the name of American soldiery honored and respect- 
ed from pole to pole. 

At the outskirts of my city are two sacred spots 
where sleep 20,900 soldiers of the blue and the gray, 
and every breeze that sweeps across that valley 
sings a requiem that repeatstous: The war is an 
epoch that is ended. The issues of that 
struggle have been superseded by the enduring 
questions of national liberty, public economy, con- 
stitutional purity, the broader doctrines enunciated 
by Jefferson, taught by Jackson and practiced and 
exewplitied by Democratic statesmen of the present 
day. 

One grand figure has for ten years appeared before 
the youth of this land, pre-eminently as the embodi- 
ment of that lofty statesmenship which is not tinct- 
ured by issues of the war,andis free from all sectional 
prejudices. He hasignored in his teachings, his 
papers and his public acts these effete issues, and 
he has been tne guide for progressive, Democratic 
thought, the oracle for Democrats, patriotic 
Americans, the mentor for the rising generation. 
In him the young men of the Union 
have discerned a character distinguished for honesty 
and integrity, for fearless fidelity to public 
promises and resolute probability in the discharge of 
public duty; a living, unflinching exponent of the 
burning truths of undefiled Democracy. His ex- 
ample has elevated political life, his record has 
chastened public service, his career has 
honored American citizenship by his  faeulty 
as a leader his integrity as a _ statesman, 
his fidelity as an administrator, his courage of con- 
viction, his fearless devotion to duty; his honorable 
career as Mayor, as Governor and as President. 

On behalfof the State of Tennessee and in the 
name of the young menof the country I second the 
nowination of Grover Cleveland. 

Texas from the back of the hall seconded 
the nomination of Cleveland. Senator Dantel 
of Virginia was received with applause as he 
marched to the platform to respond for Vir- 
ginia. He said that responding to the de- 
mand of nearly half of the Democrats of 
Virginia he seconded the nomination which 
had received the solid support of the Em.- 
pire State; that candidate whose history for 
a quarter ofacentury had been the progress 
of Democracy in New York State; that fear- 
less, upright, straighttorward,unadulterated 
Democrat, David B. Hill. This was greeted 
with loud cheers, in which the New York 
delegation enthusiastically joined.

wump vote. [Aplause.) The distinguished gentle- 
man from New Jersey, who proposed the name of 
Mr. Cleveland, and some of the gentlemen who 
seconded the nomination, seem to have reached the 
conclusion that the business of the Democratic party 
is tooflicer its convention, shape its politics and 
name its candidates in orderto pleasean element 
that despises our party and derides its history and 
professes superiority to it (Cheers.] lt is said 
there is an independent element that 
will accept a certain candidacy and 
no other; that there is an element that will accept 
the candidacy becauseit is better than the Dem- 
ocratic party; that the candidate is superior tothe 
party from which he springs, and so they will sup- 
port the man-while they will continue to deride and 
denounce the party. If there be in all this world 
anything better than the Democratic party I want to 
see itand get into it. [Applause.] I have never 
known the Republican thatlam not willing to wel- 
come into the party if he professes a desire to bea 
Democrat. Goa forbid that this party of ours, whose 
growth is the hope of the nation, shall close 
its doors against any man who is ready to profess its 
faith and enlist inits armies. But what we do pro- 
test against tn New York is that our party shall be 
surrendered into the control of those who despise it 
and dislike it thatone man may be exalted and the 
Democratic hosts may be degraded. 

Mr, Chairman, let me say to this convention in a 
spirit of entire candor, and in the same spirit of 
friendly discussion in which I hope to continue and 
conclude, that it is not surprising to me that Mr. 
Cleveland should be popular in other States. 

It is not surprising to me above all that he should 
be popularin Republican States [Applause.] You 
gentlemen who live out side of the State of New 
York remember him only as the last Democratic 
President andthe only Democratic President who 
ever administcred the affairs of this nation within 
the memory of many of you. All your associations 
with him were pleasant ones; all your memories of 
him are probably grateful ones. He was the only 
man whose career brought you in close touch with 
the great kederal Government which you support 
by your taxes and which you would  be- 
friend with your lives if it were in 
danger. For four years you have seen nothing of 
him. For four years be has passed off the stage, and 
exceptan occasional letter written to some friend 
upon some public question you have had no evi- 
dences even of his existence except these memories 
of which I have spoken. But with us, gentlemen, in 
the State of New York, let me say it to you in kind- 
ness, let me say to you In no spirit of disparagement 
of him as a man, or of his hisfory, or of his record as 
an administrative officer, of his patriotism as a man 
of his virtue as a citizen, let me say, I repeat that in 
the State of New York for four years the forces that 
have invoked his name,. the men who 
have assumed to speak of the Cleveland 
Democracy are the men over whose pros- 
trate bodies the Vemocratic party has been com- 
pelled to march to victory. [Applause.] We were 
told in the campaign of 1888 that the Democratic 
nomination for Governor was not up tothe Cleve- 
land standard, and men who are now here from New 
York State supporting his candidacy, then headed 
a ballot ag the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and ed upon all nen who made the Cleve- 
land ideal of Democracy their standard to de- 

the Democratic candidate for 


Cleveland standard, but they wereup to the Dem- 
ocratic. standard by 20,000 majority. Ever since 


the Democracy would pay blackmail to the Mug- 
wumps. We met theirchallenge and we overthrew 
them. We had marched by steadily increasing 
majorities from victory to victory until as you were 
told by Col. Fellows to-night the State of 
New York is as Democratic as Texas [Applause]. 

But throughout all those four years these men have 
assumed to speak of the Cleveland Democracy as 
their own especial property: have been the foes of 
every Democratic measure’ which the Democratic 
party supported, and which the Democratic party 
wrung from Republican hostility. When the Legis- 
lature of the State of New York was won only last 
year and the vicious apportionment of thirty 
years was about to be wiped out, during the 
contest and struggle for the possession of the Senate 
these same mugwuimps abused us in the press, de- 
nounced us as pnblic enemies and when we finally 
succeeded, they deciared that Gov. Hill had stolen 
the Legislature. 

Well gentlemen of the convention, we did not 
think it became the Republican party to talk of con- 
tests of legislatures or of presidencies. We have 
forgiven him for getting that Legislature, and we 
trust under God we will never be reproved of the 
leader who is ready to take from the reluctant hand 
of the Republican enemy the plunder which he has 
withheld from the rightfal majority fora quarter of 
acentury. [Applause]. 

In 1889 our State ticket was opposed because it 
was declared that it was too inferior to the standard 
of Democracy set up by the Cleveland adberents. In 
1890 in the city of New York when we had passed a 
new electorallaw under which the largest powers 
were invested in the county clerk and sheriff, these 
same men made a combination with the Repub- 
licans by which they took the nomination for 
mayor and gave the nomination for County 
Clerk and Sheriff to the Republicans and tried to 
elect the ticket by a campaign of slander, outrage 
and contumely leveled against the regular Dem- 
ocratic organization. [Applause.] 

They denounced the Democratic party of the city 
of New York as the organized crime of the country; 
they declared that the men who made Democratic 
majorities were what they called semi-criminals and 
beyond the pale of civilization. Wemiet them in 
the localities where we were known. We ap- 
pealed to the judgment of our neighbors and to the 
voters who kuew us and we were vindicated by ma- 
jorities ranging from thirty to sixty thousand cast 
for our party and for the safety of the republic. [Ap- 
plause.}] Whenin that campaign the dark cloud of 
the force bill hung over the Capitol at Washington— 
when it had passed the House and had already 
crossed the threshold of the Senate—when we saw 
the Republican autocrats who had obtained pos- 
session of the Congress riding rough shod over Dem- 
ocratic majorities in Democratic districts, crowding 
on to the point where free institutions would be over- 
thrown and representative government merely a 
mockery—io the city and county of New York we 
raised our voice in protest in the name of a commer- 
cial community, and from the instinct of seif- 
preservation in the great town sprang 
the tidal wave which overwhelmed with disaster the 
Republican miscreants that had piundered the 
Treasury and threatened the constitution. The man 
that has been presented to you here to-night on be- 
half of the solid delegation of the State of New York, 
appealed to the merchants of New York to stay the 
hand of Republican legislation. He pointed out to 
them that every man who owned a line of credits in 
a Southern State, every man who wanted to open 
a business connection in a Southern town had a vital 
interest in the preservation of white civiliza- 
tion throughodt the South, The response was 
prompt end overwhelming. Now, gentlemen, 
where you are asked to make this nomination 
against our protest it means the indorsement of the 
war that has been made against us and against the 
Democratic party. It meansthat we should debase 
ourselves before the men whom we have trampled in 
the dustin the name of a triumphant, aggressive 
and militant Democracy. It means that the men 
who have carried the banner to victory by majori- 
ties reaching 48,000 are to be dishonored ina Dem- 
ocratic convention. [(Applause.} They are to have

The Book Fight Has a Big Influence 
in the Teachers Committee. 


MORE INFORMATION ABOUT THE RE- 
VISION OF THE TEACHERS’ ROLL. 


All the Principals Who Are Interested in 
Books or Book Concerns Said to Have 
Been Given an Overhauling—Petitions 
for and Against Principal Butler’s Re- 
tention—Prof. Judson’s Reported 
Resignation. 


Further disclosures of the secret work done 
by the Teachers Committee, which came to 
light this morning, seem to Indicate that the 
still unsettled school-book cut quite a promi- 
nent figure in some of the committee’s work. 
It transpires that in addition to the decap!- 
tation of Prof. Mugan, Principals T, 
R. Vickroy of the Douglas and 
Henning W. Prentis of the Hodgen have, 


itis alleged, been placed upon six months* 
probation, and when they are reappointed to 
their positions at the meeting of August 
25 it will be for that length of 
time and not for the complete scholastic 
year. Thisaction is very significant. Mr. 
Mugan isthe author of a text-book on gram- 
mar which he taught from _ ~person- 
ally at the O’ Fallon School and 
which he was extremely anxious 
the board would introduce into the schools. 
Mr. Mugan, who ts connected with the 
Ingersea Publishing Co., went so far as to 
personally address the Course of Study Com.

A Bank’s Surplus Wiped Out by a Thieyv 
ing Clerk. 


BUFFALO, N. Y,, June 23.—As the examina- 
tion or the affairs of the National Savings 
Bank progresses the amount of Treasurer 
Dann’s defalcation increases. In addition to 
the $26,000 supposed to be ina safe and found 
yesterday to be missing, there is another 
amount of $10,0000f which no trace can be 
found, This was a deposit sent to the bank 
last Friday by Justice Daniels, unaccom- 
panied by his pass book. Examiner Judson 
says: ‘*Should the 8,600 pass books yet to be 
examined show discrepancies similar to the 
200 already recetyed, there is no telling what 
the result may De. 

It is believed to be not unlikely that the to- 
tal surplus ofthe bank, amounting to over 
$100,000, will be wiped out. Mr. Dann is so 
prostrated that he is unable to afford the ex- 
aminers any assistance in their work. Ex- 
aminer Judson also states that a clerk not 
now in the employ of the bank has been in 
collusion with Mr. Dann, but he refuses to 
say who the clerk is. It 1s learned to- day 
that a bequest of $3,000 from Dann’s mother 
to her housekeeper has not been paid by Mr. 
Dann, who was executor of the estate. 


MAN AND MONEY GONB, 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—Edwin J, Ryan, @ 
trusted clerk, about 28 years of age, of very 
light complexion, and a cast in his left eye, 
decamped Tuesday evening after getting of 
duty at the office of the United States Ex- 
press Co., taking with him three packages 
said to contain $10,000 in new United States 
treasury notes.

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FREIGHT BLOCKADE. 


Over Two Thousand Cars Tied’ Up in 
. the Yards. 


SERIOUS SITUATION BROUGHT ON BY 
THE GREAT FLOOD. 


One Thousand Cars Belonging to the Eads 
Bridge Co., 600 of the Merchants’ Ter- 
minal and 400 of the Wiggins Ferry 
Co. Fastinthe Yards—What Is Being 
Done. 


St. Louls is now suffering from the tre- 
mendous overplus of railroad traffic which 
the stagnation and complete stoppage, 
caused by the flood, hes precipitated. The 
railroads entering St. Louis from the East have 
broughttothe gates of the city within the 
past few days a mass of freight which ter- 
minal roads cannot handle and have 
therefore refused to receive. The 
roads are therefore burdened 
with a heavy blockade of 
cars which cannot be moved. These cars are 
laden with freight ordered before and during 
the flood, but which could not be delivered 
on account of the break in the facilities of the 
three great terminal companies. The 
Terminai Association was cut off from 
almostallthe tributary lines on the East 
side, and the connections have been scarcely 
established, but the great influx of cars over 
these roads toward the Terminal Association 
tracks may be likened to the rush of water 
when the dykes gave way. 

WIGGINS FERRY GORGED. 

The Wiggins Ferry Co. is also gorged and is 
refusing to take any more cars. This 
line was also a —-victim of the flood 
the high water cutting off the boats from the 
approaches on either sides of the river, which 
puta virtual stop to all traffic, even if the 
main lines had not been previously 
prevented from an entrance into East 
st. Louis or the switching yards 
adjacent to the ferry landings. The Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal Railway did not 
sufferany damage to theirown lines by the 
flood but the Jacksonville Southeast- 
ern and the Clover Leaf, tributary 
lines were completely stopped for some 
time. The consequent result of this Inter- 
ference of the flood is the present rush of 
traffic. from every direction to the 
freight yards and the terminal tracks 
ofthecity. The situation to-day, on the au- 
thority of a prominent railroad man, is more 
Serious than atany other time. 

NUMBER OF CARS TIED UP. 

The Terminal Association has over 1,000 
cars which they are laboring to 
dispose of, and the Merchants’ 
Bridge Terminal Railway has about 600 cars 
and the Wiggins Ferry Co. 400 cars. Inaddl- 
tion the main lines which run direct into the 
city, the Missouri Pacific, the 
Iron Mountain, the Wabash and the 
Frisco roads, have long trains of freight cars 
which they are trying to handle as best they 
can, The railroad officials are averse to 
speaking about the blockade, but none of 
them will deny it. Charles A. Parker, 
freight traffic manager of the Missouri 
Pacific Raillway,-said to-day, ‘‘Yes, we are 
laboring with a heavy biockade, It is due 
solely to the stagnation in traffic produced 
by the food. The Fastern roads 
are now crowding the terminal lines and our 
roads with masses of freight faster than it 
can be handled. Weare doing all we can to 
distribute the freight. Extra menand extra 
engines are hard at work, and we hope to 
break the blockade in a few days.’’ 

The coal interests are the most seriously 
injured by the blockade. ae. @& © 
Simpson, general manager of the 
Consolidated Coal cape comes sald: 
**There is some delay in the delivery of coal, 
due to the flood, but I believe that it will be 
remedied in a few days. No, the delay is not 
SO serious as to effect the prices.’’ 


WILL PUT IN A BOAT, 


The Strikers Say They Have Backing to 
Compete With the Anchor Line. 


Capt. Mason states that he will let every 
boat belonging to the Anchor Line Co.

Testimony Being Taken in the Marre 
Murder Case. . 

The Criminal Court is engaged to-day in 
trying the murder case of Con Ryan, Wm. 
Murphy and John Ballard, the three young 
men charged with beating Antonio Marre 
to death last October in the iatter’s 
saloon on Easton avenue, The 
panel from which the twelve jurors were 
selected was chosen last Monday, but when 
court opened this morning the attorneys for 
the defendants had not decided yet what 
names to strike from the panel and soa recess 
was taken to1i:45. It was nearly noon when 
the court was called to order again and after 
the attorneys for the State had stricken off 
twenty names from the panel and the at- 
torneys for the defense fifteen, the jury was 
‘formed as follows: Geo. P. Manley, 
John H, Buchroeder, Charles M. 
OCurtman, Eugene Devine, Alfred G. 
Boettger, John A. Bruner, John Dorn, Wm. 
Farris, John W. Gaston, Juilus Hammer- 
stein, Gustave J. Kussenberger and Wm. C. 
Long. Circuit Attorney Clover then made 
the opening statement to the jury for the 
State, teiling what he expected to prove, and 
ex-Gov. Johnson followed with the announce- 
ment that the defense was prepared to 
show that Antonio Marre died from want of 
medicaland surgical attention and by his 
own conduct and not from the fracture of the 
skuil or other injuries to his head. 

The first witness examined was Health 
Commissioner Brennan, who made 
the post-mortem examination on the 
body of Marre for Coroner Irwin. 
He testified that Marre’s skull was 
fractured and he considered that the fracture 
was sufficient to prove death. He said that 
Marre’s skull] was exceedingly thin. Dr, 
Bremer testified that he examined Marre at 
his home several days after he had been in- 
jured, at the request of 
Mudd, He examined him 
the trouble in his 
that Dr. Mudd would know exactly where to 
operate. There was no indication that the 
skull was fractured, but fractures may occur 
without there being any external evidence of 
it. He could not locate the troubleand no 
operation was performed. The patient was 
in an insensible condition and could be 
aroused only with difficulty. 

Dr. H. W. Herman testified that Marre was 
received at St. Vincent’s Insane Asylum Oct, 
21 last year and died on the 23. He was de- 
lirious all the timethat he wasthere. The 
court then took a recess to 3 o’clock. 

The case is being heard before Judge Hirzel 
ofthe Ninth Judicial District, and the at- 
torneys in the case are Circuit Attorney 
Clover, Marshall McDonald and ‘t1homas 
Harvey for the State and ex-Gov. Johnsson, 
Lon McGinnis and Col, John I. Martin for the 
defense.

Sally anxious to forma federation. What 
will be done will be decided at the present 
convention.

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LOUISIANA FLOUR INSPECTION. 


It Is Abolished by the Legislature—A Ben- 
efit to St. Louis. 


An act of importance tothe flour trade of 
St. Louls was yesterday passed by the Legis- 
lature of Louisiana. Heretofore all 
flour shipped to New Orleans, whether 
for use in this country or 
for shipment abroad, has been compelled to 
undergo an inspection by Loulsiana inspect- 
ors, and was shipped according to thelr 
grading. Yesterday the law requiring this 
to be done was repealed, and no more 
flour will be obliged to pay a 
fee to the New Orleans inspectors, St. Louls 
is more interested in this action than any 
other city, as the law has imposed a heavy 
direct tax on the product of st. Louls mills, 
and an indirect tax that has been much more 
onerous. Especially since the growth 
of the West Indian and South American flour 
trade the shipments from New Orleans have 
largely increased, and Sst. Louis flour is 
more in demand than any other. The 
flour manufactured in Sst. Louls is famous 
throughout the world on account of its high 
quality. At greatexpense, and after many 
years, the reputation of St. Louls grades 
1ave been builtup. The action of the Louls- 

Legislature in passing the 

requiring all flour shipped 
from New Orleans to be inspected 
at that port at once deprived St. Louls ofa 
great part of the advantage of its hard- 
earned reputation. The New Orleans in- 
spectors were notoriously more liberal than 
those of St. Louls, andja large amount 
of outside flour has gone in on the 
same grade as that manufactured in 
thiscity. As a resultfmuch export trade 
that naturally belongs to New Orleans has 
been diverted to Baltimore, where the in- 
spection is stricter. The cost of two in- 
spections has also had tobe bDorne by the 
St. Louis shipper. There have been loud 
complaints from receivers, both foreign and 
domestic, concerning the character of the 
New Orleans inspection, and finally 
these protests, combined with those 
of New Orleans handlers of flour, 
have induced the Louisiana Legislature 
to abrogate the obnoxious law. The result 
is confidently expectedto be a marked iIn- 
crease inthe call for St. Louls flour. When 
once the inferior grades of other places are 
obliged to stand on theirown merits, without 
the endorsement of the New Orleans in- 
spectors, which placed them on the same 
grade withthe productof the millsof this 
city, itis confidently asserted thatthe call 
for flour from this city will rap‘dly increase, 
and with the disappearance of the reason for 
patronizing the Baltimore market the trade 
that was diverted to that point will return to 
the Mississippi Valley.

Louis are delighted with the fact that they 
can now abandon the use of the Mississippi 
River water with allits filth and corruption, 
since thesadvent ofthe Hygela Springs Co., 
who now furnish them with Hygeia water, 
clear as crystal, sparkling as a diamond, 
Ten gallon cans for $1.50.

The Colonel chatted pleasantly with a Post- 
DISPATCH répresentative this morning from 
behind a big cloud of cigar smoke and re- 
lieved his mind of several opinions on West- 
ern jockeys and racing matters in general. 
ed will be out West again in 
the fau,’’ said he, **after the 
Saratoga meetingand remain until I begin 
my winter work at the North Bergen course. 
Il have been excellently well treated by every- 
body but the weather clerk since my arrival 
in St. Louis, but Imustsay I am glad my 
work isover.

Those chaps mace big inroads 
on my stock of patience. Starting a horse 
race when the animals are ridcen by compe- 
tent riders, most of whom understand the 
starter’s position, is a positive pleasure, I 
have little trouble in the East on this account, 
except in the big stakes where success Means 
big money to the boys, andan advantage at 
the start tells greatly inthe race. In a case 
of this kind I always make ita point tobe as 
easy on the boysas possible, but I never let 
them go untill am satisfied that every horse 
has a show towin if it is inhim, One ofthe 
hardest races I ever started in my life was the 
big Futurity Stake last year, where if 
lremember rightly, twenty-two skittish 2- 
year-olds came to the post. The race was 
worth $70,000 to the winner and his jockey 
was sure ofan enormous fee. The conse- 
quence was that they used every iImaginable 
means to get a little the best of the start. 
Every man that had a mount thatday was an 
artist and their headwork was really superb. 
It took them forty minutes to understand 
that I would keep them on the line until 
moonlight before I would give any of them 
the best ofit. It was the biggest jobl ever 
had on hand, but I got them of well 
bunched up. 

**As for your riders out here,they might do 
well in goat races, but they would havea 
hard time getting mounts on selling platers 
in the East. I seeyour lucky man, McCaf- 
ferty, is going East with his stable. 1 don’t 
think he will have'the success his friends 
anticipate. With the exception of Aloha 
and Helen Nichols, both fine animals, I don’t 
think any of his string will rank much above 
the selling plater class. As ariderIdon’t 
think he will crowd any of the Eastern lads 
for honors.’’
